n Starting the hybrid system P.183) 
n Driving 

MWa 1 I With the brake pedal depressed, shift the shift lever to "D”.

MMM 31 Gradually release the brake pedal and gently depress the 
accelerator pedal to accelerate the vehicle.

When the vehicle is stopped for an extended period of time, shift the 
shift lever to “P”. (— >P.189)

MHa 1 I With the shift lever in “D”, depress the brake pedal.

MWa3l Shift the shift lever to "P”_ (^P. 189) 

MMM4I Press the “POWER” switch to stop the hybrid system. 

WMb i Lock the door, making sure that you have the electronic key on 
your person. 


U Starting on a steep uphill 

MHa 1 I Set the parking brake and shift the shift lever to “D”_ 
MIM2IGently depress the accelerator pedal.

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2-1. Driving procedures 


n Starting off on a hill 

Hill-start assist control will operate. (^P. 301) 

n Driving in the rain 

1 Drive carefully when it is raining, because visibility will be reduced, the windows 
may become fogged-up, and the road will be slippery. 

1 Drive carefully when it starts to rain, because the road surface will be especially 
slippery. 

1 Refrain from high speeds when driving on an expressway in the rain, because 
there may be a layer of water between the tires and the road surface, preventing 
the steering and brakes from operating properly. 

n Breaking in your new Lexus 

To extend the life of the vehicle, the following precautions are recommended to 
observe: 

1 For the first 186 miles (300 km): 

Avoid sudden stops. 

1 For the first 621 miles (1000 km): 

• Do not drive at extremely high speeds. 

• Avoid sudden acceleration. 

• Do not drive continuously in the low range in the “S 〃 position. 

• Do not drive at a constant speed for extended periods. 

n Drum-in-disc type parking brake system 

丫 our vehicle has a drum-in-disc type parking brake system. This type of brake sys¬ 
tem needs bedding-down of the brake shoes periodically or whenever the parking 
brake shoes and/or drum are replaced. Have your Lexus dealer perform the bed¬ 
ding down. 

n Operating your vehicle in a foreign country 

comply with the relevant vehicle registration laws and confirm the availability of the 
correct fuel. (^P 540) 
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2-1. Driving procedures 


n For efficient use 

1 Put the shift lever into “D” when driving. 

In the position, the gasoline engine operates but electricity cannot be gen¬ 
erated. The hybrid battery (traction battery) will be discharged, requiring 
unnecessary engine power to recharge. 

1 Drive your vehicle smoothly. 

Avoid abrupt acceleration and deceleration. Gradual acceleration and decel¬ 
eration will make more effective use of the electric motor (traction motor) with¬ 
out having to use gasoline engine power. 

1 Avoid repeated acceleration. 

Repeated acceleration consumes hybrid battery (traction battery) power, 
resulting in poor acceleration. Battery power can be restored by driving with 
the accelerator pedal slightly released. 

1 Put the shift lever into "P" when parking. 

In the "N” position, the hybrid battery (traction battery) does not recharge. 
Leaving the shift lever in the “N" position for an extended period of time may 
discharge the hybrid battery. The vehicle cannot run if the hybrid battery is dis¬ 
charged. 
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A CAUTION 

n When starting the vehicle 

Always keep your foot on the brake pedal while stopped with the hybrid system 
operating. This prevents the vehicle from creeping. 

n When driving the vehicle 

1 Do not drive if you are unfamiliar with the location of the brake and accelerator 
pedals to avoid depressing the wrong pedal. 

• Accidentally depressing the accelerator pedal instead of the brake pedal will 
result in sudden acceleration that may lead to an accident that could result in 
death or serious injury. 

• When backing up, you may twist your body around, leading to a difficulty in 
operating the pedals. Make sure to operate the pedals properly. 

• Make sure to keep a correct driving posture even when moving the vehicle 
only slightly, allowing you to depress the brake and accelerator pedals prop¬ 
erly. 

• Depress the brake pedal using your right foot. Depressing the brake pedal 
using your left foot may delay response in an emergency, resulting in an acci¬ 
dent. 

1 The driver should pay attention to pedestrians when the vehicle is powered only 
by the electric motor (traction motor). Because there is no engine noise, the 
pedestrians may misjudge the vehicle’s movement. 

1 Do not drive the vehicle over or stop the vehicle near flammable materials. 

1 Do not let the vehicle roll backward while the shift lever is in a driving position, or 
roll forward while the shift lever is in “R”. 

Doing so may result in an accident or damage to the vehicle. 

1 If the smell of exhaust is noticed inside the vehicle, open the windows and check 
that the trunk is closed. Large amounts of exhaust in the vehicle can cause driver 
drowsiness and an accident, resulting in death or a serious health hazard. Have 
the vehicle inspected by your Lexus dealer immediately. 

1 Do not under any circumstances shift the shift lever to “P” or “R” while the vehicle 
is moving. 

Doing so can cause significant damage to the transmission system and may result 
in a loss of vehicle control. 

1 Do not shift the shift lever to “N” while the vehicle is moving. 

Doing so may cause insufficient engine braking and lead to an accident. 
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2-1. Driving procedures 


A CAUTION 

1 Do not turn the hybrid system off while driving. 

The power steering system will not operate properly if the hybrid system is off. 

1 Use engine braking (downshift) to maintain a safe speed when driving down a 
steep hill. 

Using the brakes continuously may cause the brakes to overheat and lose effec¬ 
tiveness. (— >P.189) 

1 When stopped on an inclined surface, use the brake pedal and parking brake to 
prevent the vehicle from rolling backward or forward and causing an accident. 

1 Do not adjust the position of the steering wheel, the seat, or the inside or outside 
rear view mirrors while driving. 

Doing so may result in a loss of vehicle control that can cause accidents that may 
result in death or serious injury. 

1 Always check that all passengers' arms, heads or other parts of their body are not 
outside the vehicle, as this may result in death or serious injury. 

1 Do not drive the vehicle off-road. 

This is not a AWD vehicle designed for real off-road driving. Proceed with all due 
caution if it becomes unavoidable to drive off-road. 

1 Do not drive across river crossings or through other bodies of water. 

This may cause electric/electronic components to short circuit, damage the 
hybrid system or cause other serious damage to the vehicle. 

1 Do not drive in excess of the speed limit. Even if the legal speed limit permits it, do 
not drive over 85 mph (14 〇 km/h) unless your vehicle has nigh-speed capability 
tires. Driving over 85 mph (14 〇 km/h) may result in tire failure, loss of control and 
possible injury. Be sure to consult a tire dealer to determine whether the tires on 
your vehicle are high-speed capability tires or not before driving at such speeds. 

n When driving on slippery road surfaces 

1 Sudden braking, acceleration and steering may cause tire slippage and reduce 
your ability to control the vehicle, resulting in an accident. 

1 Sudden changes in engine speed, such as engine braking caused by up-shifting 
or down-shifting, may cause the vehicle to skid, resulting in an accident. 

1 After driving through a puddle, lightly depress the brake pedal to make sure that 
the brakes are functioning properly. Wet brake pads may prevent the brakes from 
functioning properly. If the brakes on only one side are wet and not functioning 
properly, steering control may be affected, resulting in an accident. 
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A CAUTION 

n When shifting the shift lever 

Be careful not to shift the shift lever with the accelerator pedal depressed. 

This may lead to unexpected rapid acceleration of the vehicle that may cause an 
accident and result in death or serious injury. 

n When the vehicle is stopped 

1 Do not race the hybrid system. 

If the vehicle is in any positions other than “P” or “N", the vehicle may accelerate 
suddenly and unexpectedly, and may cause an accident. 

1 Do not leave the vehicle with the hybrid system on for a long time. 

If such a situation cannot be avoided, park the vehicle in an open space and 
check that exhaust fumes do not enter the vehicle interior. 

1 In order to prevent accidents due to the vehicle rolling away, always keep 
depressing the brake pedal while the “READY” indicator is on. Apply the parking 
brake as necessary. 

1 If the vehicle is stopped on an incline, in order to prevent accidents caused by the 
vehicle rolling forward or backward, always depress the brake pedal and securely 
apply the parking brake as needed. 

1 Avoid revving or racing the engine. 

Running the engine at high speed while the vehicle is stopped may cause the 
exhaust system to overheat, which could result in a fire if combustible material is 
nearby. 

n When the vehicle is parked 

1 Do not leave glasses, cigarette lighters, spray cans, or soft drink cans in the vehi¬ 
cle when it is in the sun. 

Doing so may result in the following: 

• Gas may leak from a cigarette lighter or spray can, and may lead to a fire. 

• The temperature inside the vehicle may cause the plastic lenses and plastic 
material of eye glasses to deform or crack. 

• Soft drink cans may fracture, causing the contents to spray over the interior of 
the vehicle, and may also cause a short circuit in the vehicle's electrical com¬ 
ponents. 
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2-1. Driving procedures 


A CAUTION 

1 Always apply the parking brake, shift the shift lever to "P", stop the hybrid system 
and lock the vehicle. 

Do not leave the vehicle unattended while the hybrid system is operating. 

1 Do not touch the exhaust pipes and the rear bumper diffusers while the hybrid 
system is operating or immediately after turning the hybrid system off. 

Doing so may cause burns. 

1 Do not leave the hybrid system operating in an area with snow build-up, or where 
it is snowing. If snowbanks build up around the vehicle while the hybrid system is 
operating, exhaust gases may collect and enter the vehicle. This may lead to 
death or a serious health hazard. 

n Exhaust gases 

Exhaust gases include harmful carbon monoxide (CO) that is colorless and odor¬ 
less. Inhaling exhaust gases may lead to death ora serious health hazard. 

1 If the vehicle is in a poorly ventilated area, stop the hybrid system. In a closed 
area, such as a garage, exhaust gases may collect and enter the vehicle. This may 
lead to death or a serious health hazard. 

1 The exhaust should be checked occasionally. If there is a hole or crack caused by 
corrosion, damage to a joint or abnormal exhaust noise, be sure to have the vehi¬ 
cle inspected and repaired by your Lexus dealer. Failure to do so may allow 
exhaust gases to enter the vehicle, resulting in death or a serious health hazard. 

n When taking a nap in the vehicle 

Always turn the hybrid system off Otherwise, you may accidentally move the shift 
lever or depress the accelerator pedal, which could cause an accident or fire due to 
hybrid system overheating. Additionally, if the vehicle is parked in a poorly venti¬ 
lated area, exhaust gases may collect and enter the vehicle, leading to death or a 
serious health hazard. 

n When braking the vehicle 

1 When the brakes are wet, drive more cautiously. Braking distance increases 
when the brakes are wet, and may cause one side of the vehicle to brake differ¬ 
ently than the other side. Also the parking brake may not securely hold the vehi¬ 
cle. 
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A CAUTION 

1 If the electronically controlled brake system does not operate, do not follow other 
vehicles closely and avoid downhills or sharp turns that require braking. 

In this case, even though the brakes still operate, the brake pedal should be 
depressed more firmly than usual. Braking distance also becomes longer. 

1 The brake system consists of 3 individual hydraulic systems: if one of the systems 
fails, the others will still operate. In this case, the brake pedal should be depressed 
more firmly than usual and braking distance becomes longer. If this happens, do 
not continue to drive the vehicle. If the brake system warning light (red indicator) 
comes on together with buzzer sound while driving, immediately stop the vehicle 
in a safe place and contact your Lexus dealer. 

n If the vehicle becomes stuck or bogged 

Do not spin the wheels recklessly when any of the tires is up in the air, or stuck in 
sand or mud, etc. This may damage the drive system components or propel the 
vehicle forward (or in another direction) and cause an accident. 


△ NOTICE 

n When driving the vehicle 

1 Do not depress the accelerator and brake pedals at the same time during driving. 
If the brake pedal is depressed while driving with the accelerator pedal 
depressed, driving torque may be restrained. 

1 Do not use the accelerator pedal or depress the accelerator and brake pedals at 
the same time to hold the vehicle on a hill. 

n When parking the vehicle 

Always put the shift lever in “P”. Failure to do so may cause the vehicle to move or 
the vehicle may accelerate suddenly if the accelerator pedal is accidentally 
depressed. 

n Avoiding damage to vehicle parts 

1 Do not turn the steering wheel fully in either direction and hold it there for a long 
time. 

Doing so may damage the power steering motor. 

1 When driving over bumps in the road, drive as slowly as possible to avoid damag¬ 
ing the wheels, underside of the vehicle, etc.

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△ NOTICE 

n If a brake pad wear warning message is displayed 

Have your Lexus dealer check and replace the brake pads as soon as possible. 

The rotor damage can result if the pads are not replaced when needed. 

Moderate levels of the brake pad and disc wear allow enhanced braking power. As 
a result, the discs may wear more quickly than conventional brake discs. Therefore, 
when replacing the brake pads, Lexus recommends that you also have the thick¬ 
ness of the discs measured. 

It is dangerous to drive the vehicle when the wear limits of the brake pads and/or 
those of the brake discs are exceeded. 

n If you get a flat tire while driving 

A flat or damaged tire may cause the following situations. Hold the steering wheel 
firmly and gradually depress the brake pedal to slow down the vehicle. 

1 It may be difficult to control your vehicle. 

1 The vehicle will make abnormal sounds. 

1 The vehicle will behave abnormally. 

Information on what to do in case of a flat tire. (^P. 511) 

n When encountering flooded roads 

Do not drive on a road that has flooded after heavy rain etc. Doing so may cause the 
following serious damage to the vehicle: 

1 Engine stalling 

1 Short in electrical components 

1 Engine damage caused by water immersion 

In the event that you drive on a flooded road and the vehicle is flooded, be sure to 
have your Lexus dealer check the following: 

1 Brake function 

1 Changes in quantity and quality of oil and fluid used for the engine, hybrid system 
transmission, differential, etc. 

1 Lubricant condition for the propeller shaft, bearings and suspension joints (where 
possible) and the function of all joints, bearings, etc. 
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Power (ignition) switch 


Performing the following operations when carrying the electronic key on 
your person starts the hybrid system or changes “POWER” switch modes. 

n Starting the hybrid system 

MIM 11 Check that the parking brake is set. 

MIM2I Check that the shift lever is set in “P”. 

BIM3I Sit in the drivers seat and firmly depress the brake pedal. 

The “POWER” switch indicator turns green. 

Press the “POWER” switch. 

After a while, the “READY” indi¬ 
cator comes on with a beep 
sound. 

The vehicle can move when the 
“READY” indicator is on even if 
the engine is stopped. 

The hybrid system can be 
started from any mode. 
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n Changing “POWER” switch modes 

Modes can be changed by pressing the “POWER” switch with the 
brake pedal released. (The mode changes each time the switch is 
pressed.)

If the "READY” indicator does not come on when you press the "POWER” switch 
with the shift lever in “P” and the brake pedal depressed, contact your Lexus dealer 
immediately. 

n Auto power off function 

If the vehicle is left in ACCESSORY mode for more than an hour with the shift lever 
in “P”, the “POWER” switch will automatically turn off. 

n When the ambient temperature is low, such as during winter driving conditions 
It may take time until the “READ 丫 ” indicator comes on. 
n Sounds and vibrations specific to a hybrid vehicle

A CAUTION 

n When starting the hybrid system 

Always start the hybrid system while sitting in the drivers seat. Do not depress the 
accelerator pedal while starting the hybrid system under any circumstances. 

Doing so may cause an accident resulting in death or serious injury. 

n Stopping the hybrid system in an emergency 

If you want to stop the hybrid system in an emergency while driving the vehicle, 
push and hold the “POWER” switch for more than 3 seconds. 

However, do not touch the "POWER” switch while driving except in an emergency. 
If the hybrid system stops while the vehicle is being driven, this could lead to an 
unexpected accident. 


A notice 

n To prevent the 12-volt battery from being discharged 

Do not leave the "POWER” switch in ACCESSORY or ON mode for long periods 
of time without the hybrid system on. 

n When starting the hybrid system 

1 Do not race a cold hybrid system. 

1 If the hybrid system becomes difficult to start, have the hybrid system checked 
immediately by your Lexus dealer. 
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EV drive mode 


In EV drive mode the electric motor (traction motor), powered by the 
hybrid battery (traction battery), is used to drive the vehicle. 

This mode allows you to drive in residential areas early in the morning or 
late at night, or indoor parking lot etc. without concern for noises and gas 
emissions. 

On/off 

When EV drive mode is turned 
on, the EV drive mode indicator 
will come on. Pressing the 
switch when in EV drive mode 
will return to normal driving 
(using the gasoline engine and 
electric motor [traction motor]). 


n Situations in which EV drive mode cannot be turned on 

It may not be possible to turn EV drive mode on in the following situations. If it can¬ 
not be turned on, a buzzer will sound and a message will be shown on the multi- 
information display. 

1 The temperature of the hybrid system is high. 

The vehicle has been left in the sun, driven on a hill, driven at high speeds, etc. 

1 The temperature of the hybrid system is low. 

The vehicle has been left in temperatures lower than about 32 0 F (0 o C) for a 
long period of time etc. 

1 The gasoline engine is warming up. 

1 The hybrid battery (traction battery) is low. 

An “Energy Monitor” display of level 3 or lower may indicate a low battery level. 
(^P.39) 

1 Vehicle speed is about 25 mph (40 km/h) or more. 

1 The accelerator pedal is depressed firmly or the vehicle is on a hill etc. 

1 The windshield defogger is in use. 
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n Automatic cancelation of EV drive mode 

When driving in EV drive mode, the gasoline engine may automatically restart in 
the following situations. When EV drive mode is canceled, a buzzer will sound and 
the EV drive mode indicator will flash and go off 

1 The hybrid battery (traction battery) becomes low. 

The remaining battery level indicated in the “Energy Monitor” display is level 2 
or lower. (— >P. 39) 

1 Vehicle speed becomes more than about 25 mph (40 km/h). 

1 The accelerator pedal is depressed firmly or the vehicle is on a hill etc. 

When it is possible to inform the driver of automatic cancelation in advance, a prior 
notice screen will appear on the multi-information display. 

n Possible driving distance when driving in EV drive mode 

Possible driving distance when driving in cV drive mode is up to about 1/2 mile (1 km) 
if driven at a speed of about 25 mph (40 km/h) or less. (Possible driving distance 
depends on the hybrid battery [traction battery] level and driving conditions.) 

n Fuel economy 

LS6 〇〇 hL is designed to achieve the best possible fuel economy during normal 
driving (using the gasoline engine and electric motor [traction motor]). Driving in 
EV drive mode more than necessary may lower fuel economy. 


A CAUTION 

n Caution while driving 

When driving in EV drive mode, pay special attention to the area around the vehi¬ 
cle. Because there is no engine noise, pedestrians, people riding bicycles or other 
people and vehicles in the area may not be aware of the vehicle starting off or 
approaching them, so take extra care while driving.

Eco drive mode controls the heating/cooling operations and fan speed of the air 
conditioning system to enhance fuel efficiency. (— >P 333) To improve air condi¬ 
tioning performance, adjust the fan speed or turn off Eco drive mode. 
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n Downshifting restrictions in “S” mode 

The shift lever cannot be downshifted if the following speeds are exceeded. (A 
buzzer will sound twice in this situation.)

n When in heavy traffic 

If the shift lever is in “N", the hybrid battery (traction battery) will not be charged. To 
help prevent the battery from discharging, avoid putting the shift lever in “N” for an 
extended period of time. 

n "S”mode 

1 When the shift range is “6” or lower, holding the shift lever toward "+" sets the 
shift range to “8”. 

1 When the shift range is "6" or higher, moving the shift lever toward - may 
change down by 2 shift ranges or more depending on driving conditions. 

1 To prevent the engine from over-revving, upshifting may automatically occur. 

n When driving with the cruise control system 

Enqine brakinq will not occur in mode, even when downshiftinq to "7 , ‘〇 , 5” 
or “4” ■い R 226,230) 

n Snow mode automatic deactivation 

Snow mode is automatically deactivated if the "POWER” switch is turned OFF 
after driving in snow mode. 

n Eco drive mode 

When the vehicle is driven in eco drive mode, vehicle driving force and operation of 
the air conditioning system (heating/cooling) is controlled to improve fuel effi¬ 
ciency. If eco drive mode is turned on when the driving mode is in power mode or 
snow mode, power mode or snow mode will be canceled. 
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n If the shift lever cannot be shifted from P

n When driving on slippery road surfaces 

Be careful of downshifting and sudden acceleration, as this could result in the vehi¬ 
cle skidding to the side or spinning.

1 If the parking brake is operated repeatedly over a short period of time, the sys¬ 
tem may restrict operation to prevent overheating. If this happens, refrain from 
operating the parking brake. Normal operation will return after about 1 minute. 

n Parking brake indicator light 

When the “POWER” switch is turned OFF with the parking brake set, the parking 
brake indicator light will stay on for about 15 seconds. This does not indicate a mal¬ 
function. 

n Parking brake operation sound 

When the parking brake operates, a motor sound (whirring sound) may be heard. 
This does not indicate a malfunction. 

n When there is a malfunction in the system 

Warning lights and/or warning messages will turn on or flash. (— >P. 498, 508) 
Depending on the condition, the parking brake indicator light may flash.

n When parking the vehicle 

Before you leave the vehicle, set the parking brake, shift the shift lever to “P” and 
make sure that the vehicle does not move. 

n When the system malfunctions 

Stop the vehicle in a safe place and check the warning messages, 
n When the parking brake cannot be released due to a malfunction 
Use the parking brake release tool to manually release the parking brake.

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Brake Hold 


The brake hold system keeps the brake applied when the shift lever is in 
“D”, “S” or “N” with the system on and the brake pedal has been depressed 
to stop the vehicle. The system releases the brake when the accelerator 
pedal is depressed with the shift lever in "D” or "S” to allow smooth start off. 

Turns the brake hold system on 


The brake hold standby indica¬ 
tor comes on. While the system 
is holding the brake, the brake 
hold operated indicator light 
comes on. 



n Brake hold system operating conditions 

The brake hold system cannot be turned on in the following conditions: 

1 The trunk or hood is not closed. 

1 The driver's door is not closed. 

1 The driver is not wearing the seat belt. 

If any of the conditions above are detected when the brake hold system is enabled, 
the system will turn off and the brake hold operated indicator light will go off. In 
addition, if any of the conditions are detected while the system is holding the brake, 
a warning buzzer will sound and a message will be shown on the multi-information 
display. The parking brake will then be set automatically. 
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2-1. Driving procedures 


n Brake hold function 

1 If the brake pedal is left released for a period of about 3 minutes after the sys¬ 
tem has started holding the brake, the parking brake will be set automatically. In 
this case, a warning buzzer sounds and a message is shown on the multi-infor¬ 
mation display. 

1 To turn the system off while the system is holding the brake, firmly depress the 
brake pedal and press the switch again. 

1 The brake hold function may not hold the vehicle when the vehicle is on a steep 
incline. In this situation, it may be necessary for the driver to apply the brakes. 
The multi-information display will inform the driver of this situation. 

n When the parking brake is set automatically while the system is holding the 
brakes 

The parking brake will not be released automatically. Release the parking brake by 
operatinq the parkinq brake switch, makinq sure that the parkinq brake indicator 
light goes off. (->P. 195) 

n When there is a malfunction in the system 

Warning lights and/or warning messages will turn on or flash. (— >P. 498, 508) 


A CAUTION 

n When stopped on a slippery road 

The system cannot stop the vehicle when the gripping ability of the tires has been 
exceeded. Do not use the system when stopped on a slippery road. 


A notice 

n When parking the vehicle 

The brake hold system is not designed for use when parking the vehicle for a long 
period of time. Turning the “POWER” switch OFF while the system is holding the 
brake may release the brake, which would cause the vehicle to move. When oper¬ 
ating the “POWER" switch, depress the brake pedal, set the parking brake and shift 
the shift lever to “P”. 
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
